HANCOCK AT NE W-ORLEANS. 

If what purports to be an authorized re- 
port of @ conversation of Gen: Grant with 
the Rey. Mr. Fow.er at Galena, in regard 
to Gen. Hancoox’s course as commander 
of the Fifth Military District in 1867-8; con- 
yer éven substantially ‘what he said, the 

x-President’s recollection of events varies 
joatectalty in some points from whet has 
been recorded. While the statement sets out 
to give the “‘inner history of Order Mo, 40,’ 
it has but a loose connection with that 
famous fulmination, but is really the innér 
history of Gen. Hancocx’s appointment, 
and of the causes ‘that led him to 
ask to be relieved from the command. 
According to Mr. Fowimr’s version of Gen. 
Grant's explanation of this, Gen, Samar- 
DAN removed Gov, Wexits and the Levee 
Commissioners, to prevent them from con- 
summating a scheme-for raising and disburs- 
ing money’on the levee bonds in violation of 
law; one motive for sending Gen. Hancock 
to New-Orleans.was to have these officers 
teinstated; he did remove their successors, 
appointed by SHzRtDaN,.and was prevented 
from restoring. those remoyed by . Gen. 
Grant's ‘interference, which he took 
in’ dudgeon.and thereupon “asked ‘to 
be relieved. . According to the. record 
as heretofore received, Gen. Sumer 
DAN. Temoved. Yhe Levee Oommissioners 
becatise there were two boards

THE RITUALIST MIRACLE. 

The English Ritualists are by no means a 
large body, but they have succeeded in at- 
tracting a great deal: of attention. Let us 
give them their due, and admit that one of 
the ways in which they have gained promi- 
nencée. is the devotion which. they have 
shown in caring for the poor and ‘wretched 
of London and other great English cities. 
There are nomen who work harder and 
with more complete carelessness of their 
own comfort and safety than the little band 
of Ritualistic clergymen who have taken as 


content to leave severely alone. 

At the sane time, it must be conceded that 
in popular estimation the chief characteristic 
of the English Ritualist.is his desire to copy 
as closely a8 possible the creed and’ practice 
of the Roman Oburch, “It is all very weil 
for the Ritualist to assert that. he is really 
the most effective opponent of Rome, and 
that, while he holds those doctrines’ which 
are Catholic, he tepudiates’ those which are 
merely Roman. The common people cannot 
compréhend this fine distinction. . They see 
thatthe Ritualist celebrates what he calls the 
mass, and that he wears vestments which the 
untrained eye cannot distinguish from those 
worn by the Roman’ Oatholic priest. ‘They 
know that he delights in using the phrase- 
ology of Roman theology, and that he abhors 
the . Reformation: and all ite works. They 
find that he associates: himself with other 
Ritualists, and calls himself an Anglican 
monk, or that he devotes himself at special 
periods to the invocation: of certain. saints. 
It is no wonder that the Ritualist priest is 
popularly regarded as a copy of the Roman 
Catholic priest, and, like other copies, is not 
rated at as high a value as is the original. 

Tt has always been a great grief to the 
Ritualists that other Churches would not rec- 
ognize them as good Catholics. . Genial 
and jolly Roman Catholic priests have 
\laughed at them, and the sterner members 


of that Ohurch -have passed them by. in 


silence, and with a scarcely concealed con- 
tempt; but mo Roman Qatholic has been 
willing to acknowledge them a3 anything 
but: a. ‘new. varisty of Protestants: The 
Greek-Ohurch.:has similarly turned the cold 


ence, Wis Geaiada dang hash hen, but 
the time has finally come when a most signal 
and satisfactory recognition of the Ritualists’ 
as true Catholics has been granted to them. 

It has long been the opinion of eminent 
Ritualists that what they needed was a 
good miracle.

same law by which daylight diffuses ifself—that is, 
by virtue of an éxpanstye property which is con- 
stantly illustrated onthe large scale of solar {ln- 
mination, but has no plaée ‘in our’ text-books on 
optics. The . light .given by the solar orb a few 
minutes after suriset, when only the upper strata of 
the atmosphere are: directly ‘affected by the solar 
beam, furnishes, perhaps, the best example of the 
diffusion and expansion that-our engineer: proposes 
to imitate artificially: Hix plans provide for an 
iluminating power. from. each ;lantern equal to 
80C,000 candles, which is nearly twenty times that 
of any electric lamp yet: manufactared; but: is not 
at all impracticable, as it involves’ only an increase 
in electrical volume. and ‘pressure and a ¢orre- 
sponding increase in the diameter of the carbons. 
The: cost of the tower, lamp, and generator for a 
single light is estimated at $15,000, irrespective of 
the. engine-power required to rum the latter. “Mag- 
nificent and original as this. conception seems, it 
has been attempted before, in the infancy of elec- 
trical engineering, by a Western experimentalist, 
who conceived the idea of lighting the city of Cin- 
cinnati in’a similar manner, by placing enormous 
lights upon the high ground overlooking the town. 
This idea was not successful, but possibly the fail- 
ure was due. to the rude electrical engineering of 
that day, not to any inherent difficulty. To say 
the least, the result of the Holyoke experiment will 
be viewed with interest:and if it sueveeds Enrson 
must look to his laurels.-
